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IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4-week period ending Febru- 
ary 20 was up 2 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, and 
was 6 per cent above the corresponding period of last year, 
according to the New York Times activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 3 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, and were 2 per 
cent above the corresponding period last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were down 6 per 
cent in January from December but were 9 per cent above 
January 1959. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was up 4 per cent in January from De- 
cember and 11 per cent from January of last year. 

Steel Production was up fractionally in January from 
December and was 29 per cent above January 1959. The 
industry operated at 95 per cent of theoretical capacity in 
January. For the 4-week period ending February 20, pro- 
duction was down 1 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but 
was 16 per cent above the corresponding period last year. 

Electric Power Production was up 1 per cent in January 
from December and was 7 per cent above January, 1959. 

Bituminous Coal Production in January was down 11 
per cent from December and was 1 per cent below Janu- 
ary 1959. 

Retail Sales in January were down 25 per cent from 
December and were 1 per cent below January last year. 

Department Store Sales in January were down 57 per 
cent from December but were 7 per cent above January 
1959. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was down fractionally in January from 
December and was 5 per cent below January 1959. Resi- 
dential construction in January was down 6 per cent from 
December and 9 per cent from January 1959. Nonresiden- 
tial and public works and utilities construction in January

IN OHIO 

Personal Income was up 1 per cent in January from 
December and was 7 per cent above January 1959. 

Bank Debits in 16 cities were down 4 per cent in Janu- 
ary from December but were 13 per cent above January 
1959. 

Agricultural Income in January was down 15 per cent 
from December and was at substantially the same level 
as in January of last year. As compared with January 
1959, income from grains was up 32 per cent and from 
dairy products, 2 per cent, but income from meat animals 
and from poultry and eggs, was down 11 per cent and 18 
per cent, respectively. 

Electric Power Production was up 4 per cent in January 
from December and 13 per cent from January 1959. 

Bituminous Coal Production in January was down 7 per 
cent from December but was 10 per cent above January 
1959. 

Retail Sales in January were down 25 per cent from De- 
cember but were fractionally above January 1959. 

Department Store Sales in January were down 62 per 
cent from December but were 7 per cent above last year. 

New Passenger Car Registrations in 49 counties were up 
21 per cent in January from December and 19 per cent 
from January 1959. 

New Truck Registrations in 48 counties were up 12 per 
cent in January from December and 19 per cent from Jan- 
uary of last year. 

Used Car Registrations in 38 counties in January were 
up 12 per cent from December and 6 per cent from Janu- 
ary 1959. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was down 7 per cent in January from 
December but was 1 per cent above January 1959. 

Residential Construction as measured by the value of 
contracts awarded was up 9 per cent in January from De- 
cember and 2 per cent from January 1959. 


Ohio County Retail Sales, 1959 and 1958 


Sales of Ohio retail establishments in 1959 totaled 
$12,125,000,000 according to estimates made by the Bureau 
of Business Research, based on U. S. Census of Retail Trade 
figures for 1958 and Ohio state sales tax stamp sales for 


1958 and 1959. 
The volume achieved in 1959 represented an increase of 
14 per cent from the recession levels of 1958, and brought 
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were down 2 per cent and 8 per cent, respectively, 
from January 1959. 

Commodity Prices at Wholesale were up fraction- 
ally in January from December but were fraction- 
ally below January 1959. 

Retail Food Prices in January were down fraction- 
ally from December and were 1 per cent below Jan- 
uary 1959. 

Total Nonagricultural Employment in January 


was 2 per cent below December but was 2 per cent 
above January 1959. 

Unemployment was up 16 per cent in January 
from December but was 12 per cent below January 
1959. 

Total Personal Income was up fractionally in Jan- 


uary from December and was 7 per cent above Janu- 
ary 1959.

Ohio County Changes, 1959 from 1958 

The accompanying table arranges the 16 Ohio counties 
in Ohio-centered “Standard Metropolitan Statistical 
Areas” in order of descending magnitude of sales, and the 
remaining 72 Ohio counties in alphabetic order. 

In 1959, all of Ohio’s 88 counties had increases in sales, 
but the increases ranged from a low of +1.4 per cent 
(Carroll) to a high of +37.5 per cent (Warren). 

By class intervals of 1958-to-1959 percentage increases, 
the counties were distributed as follows:

The largest number of the counties had increases 
clustering around the state average increase of 14.9 per 
cent. That is, 39 counties, or nearly half, had increases 
of between 12.0 and 17.9 per cent. 5 

At the high end of the distribution were, without ex- 
ception, counties immediately adjacent to one of the 8 
largest urban counties in Ohio. These “suburban counties” 


were, in descending order of percentage increase, Warren ~ 


(+37.5 per cent), Greene (+32.3 per cent), and Clermont 
(+29.0 per cent), Lake (+28.5 per cent), and Woods 
(+27.4 per cent). 

The counties with the next-highest percentage increase 
in retail sales 1959 from 1958, were south-central Ohio 
counties, Lawrence (+25.9 per cent) and Vinton (+24.9 


per cent); and 2 more “suburban counties’”—Union and ~ 


Medina. 

At the low end of the distribution were southeastern 
and southern Ohio counties, Adams, +5.8 per cent, Bel- 
mont, +5.2 per cent, and Carroll, +1.4 per cent. In gen- 
eral, the other Ohio counties, with below-average increase 
1959-from-1958 were additional counties in southeastern 
Ohio, and scattered, mostly-rural counties chiefly in cen- 
tral and northwestern Ohio, whose long-term growth has 
been below the state average for a good many years. In- 
cluded in this group in 1959 were also 3 of the 8 largest 
urban counties—Lucas, +8.7 per cent, Franklin, +11.6 
per cent and Cuyahoga +12.5 per cent—but the classifi- 
cation of the latter two counties in this below-state-aver- 
age group in 1959 is an indication of their relative cyclical 
stability rather than of growth below the state average. 


The Urban County Concentration of Ohio retail sales 
continues to be a significant aspect of the Ohio retail sales 
pattern. Ohio’s 8 largest urban counties accounted for 60.3 
per cent of all Ohio retail sales in 1959 (compared with 
60.7 per cent in 1958 and 60.0 per cent in 1954). The 16 
Ohio counties in the Ohio-centered SMSA’s accounted for 
71.8 per cent of all Ohio retail sales (compared with 71.2 
per cent in 1958 and 70.4 per cent in 1954).
